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Tewksbury Planning Board 


Refuses to sign 
Subdivision Plan 


The Tewksbury Planning Board voted unanimously 
Monday night to ask the town counsel whether it still 
has any control over the Beechwood Estates subdiv- 


ision. 


The action came after Arthur E. Fosse, engineer for 
Beechwood stated he would file the plan with the Town 
Clerk, and have it registered despite the board’s re- 


fusal to sign it. 


Fosse said he could take the action because, although 
the board had twice refused to sign the plan, and a 
covenant attached to it, those refusals came after the 
deadline for board action had passed. He said that the 
board's original 3-2 approval of the plan still held. 


» After the initial approval, no 
‘one appealed the plan during the 
60-day period the board had to 
act on it, and the plan went back 
to the board for signing 

Refuse Signing 

At that time board members 
Edward A. Flanagan and George 
B. Donovan refused to sign it be- 
cause it lacked, among other 
things, sidewalks on one side of 
sub-division streets. 

Chairman Joseph Doherty and 
Frederick H. Baldwin Jr. voted 
to sign the plan, but because board 
member John J. Cooney was 
absent. the vote was 22. A 
majority is needed for approval 
of a plan. The split vote was re- 
peated Monday night, as Cooney 
was again absent 

Baldwin protested Flanagan and 
Donovan's refusal. stating that 
by not signing the covenant the 
board would lose control over the 
sub-division. The developer. he 
said, could obtain building per- 
mits without Planning Board 
approval 

Urges Signing 

Doherty also urged signing of 
the plan and covenant. He admit- 
ted dissatisfaction with the plan, 
but said the board should sign it 
because the deadline had passed. 

Flanagan countered by moving 
that the board reject its earlier 
approval until the sub-division 
met all board rules and regula- 
tions. No action was taken on the 
motion because members felt the 
deadline also prevented rescind- 
ing earlier approval. 

“This is an attempt to get back 
power we've already lost,” 
Baldwin commented 

The board then voted to ask the 
town counsel for an opinion on 
the matter. 

Sesame Street 

‘The board voted unanimous ap- 
proval of a plan for the Sesame 
Street subdivision off Whipple 
Road on condition that the de- 
veloper, Unified Land Develop- 
ment Corp.. present a site plan to 
the board prior to issuance of 
building permits. The sub-divi- 
sion includes 12 lots. 

ULDC was also granted an ex- 
ception allowing the firm to 
forego presenting plans at the 
meeting that would show the loca- 
tion of every tree of four inches 
in diameter. 

Miles J. Mahoney. vice presi- 
dent of ULDC, originally asked 
an exception from rules requir- 
ing the site plan, The board 
agreed only to require the plan 
prior to issuance of building 
permits after Flanagan said, 
“They can make a better sub- 
division without having to make 
many changes later.” 

Board Acts 

In further action the board 
voted: 

~ Baldwin to act as the board's 
member on the seven-member 
Open Space and Recreation Com- 
mittee. He volunteered for the 
job, and the vote was unanimous 

- Unanimous tentative approval 
of the design plans for Northwood 
Estates. a four-lot subdivision 
off Andover Street 

- Permission to release a lot on 
Whipple Road near 
Street. D.D, and M. MacDonald 
notified the board through Fosse 


that they wanted to sell the land 
and a home located there. 

- Permission for Thomas Nolan 
to change lot lines on three Mill 
Street Estate sites. 

+ Approval for Richard Roper 
to have two, one-acre lot re- 
leases on Trull Road 

- Permission for Joseph A. 
MeNeil to build on two lots on 
Whipple Street

Wilmington PBC Members 


Attack reported costs of 
new Chelmsford High School 


Three members of the Wilmington School Committee 
met Monday night with the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee to discuss school sites, but before the evening ended 


there was an unscheduled 


discussion of the reported 


costs of construction of a new High School in Chelms- 


ford. 


Robert Michelson, former chairman of the PBC and 
Arthur Smith, present chairman, had critical words 
about the reported costs, and about a brochure they had 


been reading 


Michelson, in his first state- 
ment. said that the figures had 
left out the architectural costs 
and that was no joke. ‘They 
haven't reduced anything - the 
only way they can cut their cost 
is to cut construction”. Michel- 
son said he was intrigued by the 
building cost of $10,240,000 and 
the total costs of $10,240,000. 

He called them “a bunch of 
figures” can give you a bunch 
of figures, and they won't mean 
anything - but they'll be a bunch 


of figures’. ‘*I wouldn't have the 
nerve to put out a brochure like 
that - as a matter of fact every 
cost we have ever given the town 
has included site costs” 

‘Smith, although he spoke less on 
the subject. told the School Com- 
mittee that the brochure seemed 
to tell of a bargain and that “‘there 
are no bargains around, believe 
me 

The subject might possibly be 
discussed next Monday, in a meet- 
ing with the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen. It was there that the 
original discussion began, on 
July 24th, when the Wilmington 
Selectmen said that they should 
get more information on the cost 
of the new Chelmsford High 
School 

The principal subject for last 
Monday's meeting was new 
schools and new school sites. 

An @& acre tract of land, in 
North Wilmington, is under in- 
vestigation as a possible site for 
a high school, or for a grammar 
school. Chairman Smith des- 
cribed it as “three quarters 


He didn’t like what he saw. at 
the crossing of the brook and 
railroad, and he didn’t like what 
he saw. further downstream, 
where the brook again comes out 
in the open. He saw trash in the 
brook. He saw it overgrown, and 
uncared for. He viewed the “pond-

usable’, and said that there was 
“probably 30 acres of sand and 
trees” 

There was, he said, a piece of 
land that was low, but he believed 
It better to fill in low land than to 
cut down high land - cheaper 
The surveyor has not finished all 
his work, but it is expected to be 
completed in time for next Mon- 
day's Selectmen's meeting 

Mrs. Hooper. chairman of the 
School Committee noted that the 
PBC had suggested that the land 
be acquired. for either a high 
school or a grammar school site 
Space is needed. she said. for 
both purposes 

Walter McNamara, former 
chairman of the School Committee 
pursued for a while the cost 
problem. He said he was trving 
to make a determination in a 
“responsible fashion’ 

‘The answer from Mr. Michelson 
was that they first had to know 
what was going to be built on the 
site. It was not up to the PBC 
he said, but up to the architect 
to determine costs. Mr. Smith 
told McNamara that he was only 
trying to save time “by choking 
down a lot of figures and 2 lot of 
hypothetical costs”

Tewksbury Police and 
Selectmen talk over Difficulties 


A discussion with police over interdepartmental relations 
brought tempers flaring, briefly, in the Tewksbury Select- 
men’s meeting, Tuesday evening, but it ended quietly. 

The board had asked Chief John F. Sullivan and his high 
ranking officers to discuss attitudes of the police toward their 
jobs, and each other. 


The request was prompted by a 
letter a patrolman sent to each 
selectman concerning difficulties 
he had had with another patrol- 
man. However, the writer later 
Tequested the matter be dropped 
shortly after the selectmen in- 
vited Sullivan and his officers to 
discuss that and other problems. 

Sullivan said interdepartmental 
relations were good, adding, “We 
have a little odds and ends. but 
that is as far as it goes. Lt. Jopp 
and Sergeants Eugene Manley, 
Phillip D. Bradanick and Paul G. 
Johnson agreed with Sullivan's 
evaluation 

The chief reported he had talked 
to the two patrolmen involved in 
the dispute. He said the meeting 
resolved the difficulties and ended 
with the two patrolmen shaking 
hands 

When questioning concerning 
Personal relations in the depart- 


ment ended, Selectman Frederick 
H. Baldwin Jr. noted Selectman 
Charles H. Goldstein, who was 
absent, had specific questions to 
ask in relation to problems in the 
department. Selectman Frank A 
Antonelli suggested the police re- 
turn when Goldstein was. avail- 
able 

The suggestion prompted a brief 
firing of tempers from the offi- 
cers, who were all off-duty 

Noting Goldstein's absence, 
Chief Sullivan said, “I drove 63 
miles to get here.” Sgt, Brada- 
nick added, “I'm not going to be 
any political pawn....If you have 
questions I'd like to answer them 
now. I'm not coming back." 

Antonelli and the other select- 
men dropped the matter and 
questioned Sullivan and the others 
about new equipment or person 
nel needed for the department 

Chief Sullivan said his main 


problem was lack of manpower. 
“We are so far behind personnel- 
wise according to the population 
that it isn’t funny", he said, es- 
timating the force at 
short. 

The chief said the town would 
need a new police station within 
a few years, but said there might 
be difficulty finding sufficient 
land on Main Street for the struc- 
ture. He said there wasn’t 
enough land next to the present. 
building to allow for sufficient 
expansion. 

In an unrelated matter, the 
selectmen voted later to ask 
state Civil Service Commission 
that eligibility for the Tewksbury 
police force be limited to town 
residents. The commission had 
queried the selectmen as to 
whether they wanted the restric- 
tion.

BURLINGTON FIRM 
DISCOVERS $ SOLUTION TO 
NEW SCHOOL NEEDS 


‘The urgent need for new school 
facilities is one of the most 
pressing community problems in 
many areas today. The treatest 
difficulty is often the limited 
funds available to build the new 
schools that are needed to educate 
the rapidly-growing student popu- 
lation.

FOR TEWKSBURY? 


‘The Tewksbury Board of Health 
discussed the need for a full-time 
health agent for the town Tuesday 
night. 

Part-time health agent John 
Fleming Jr. wrote the board that 
health problems were increasing 
with the town’s rapidly-growing 
population. ‘The town should as 
soon as possible have a full-time 
competent health agent," he 
added. 

Chairman Everett F. Penney 
Jr. commented, “I think this 
year we should exert some kind 
of effort to get a full-time health 
agent.” He suggested asking the 
League of Women Voters, the 
Finance Committee and others to 
support the need for full-time 
health protection. 

Penny said the part-time 
agent's salary and present funds 
from other health areas might be 
used so as to fund hiring of the 
full-time man without increasing 
the town budget. 

Board member Mrs. Barbara 
Jackson suggested the board in- 
vestigate how many other towns 
have full-time agents, The board 
agreed to her suggestion. 
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The board voted unanimously to 
permit stabling of a horse at 
Ramesy's barn on Whipple Road. 
The horse is owned by Richard 
Marchi of 437 Rogers St. 

Board member Charles Cold- 
well said he would investigate a 
complaint that effluent was run- 
ning from the land of William 
Rodis of 11 Cleghorn Lane onto 
the property of Edward of 9 Cold- 
well Lane 

The members agreed to ask a 
representative of a Tewksbury 
motel and the town counsel to 
attend the next meeting. The two 
would discuss problems with the 
motel's septic system.

Power lines 
te cress 


Tewksbury Reads? 


The Tewksbury Board of Se- 
lectmen took under advisement 
Tuesday night a request from the 
New England Power Company for 
permission to cross town roads 
with a new power line. 

John F. Vance Jr.. company 
transmission engineer, said the 
lines would carry 346,000 volts 
from the Woburn substation to 
its substation in Ayer. 

The line would cross Main. 
Whipple, Marston, Old Boston, 
Marshall, Pleasant and Pine 
Streets, he said. 

Residents Effected 

Vance's appearance prompted 
questions from selectmen and 15 
residents concerned about the 
effect the wires would have on 
nearby homes. 

Several persons questioned 
whether the lines could be run 
underground. Vance answered 
that would be unlikely because 
above ground lines cost $100,000 
a mile to build, whereas those 
underground cost $1.3 million a 
mile and took days to repair. 

He said the wires could be 
moved as much as 100 feet to 
either side of the company’s 
easements to prevent inconven- 
lence to persons who own land 
through which the line would go. 

The lines would rest 55 feet 
above ground on 70 foot towers, 
according to Vance. He pre- 
dicted the line would be in ser- 
vice by May 1, 1974 

‘The selectmen tabled the motion 
after stating they wanted to in- 


spect the points where the lines 
would cross town roads. 

The board voted to hold hear- 
ings at the same time for @ 
common victual and liquor license 
for the North Meadow Tennis 
Club due for completion October 
1on Carter Street. 

Howard Hall, representing the 
club, said it would have a res- 
turant seating 102 persons and a 
cocktail lounge with 68 seats. 
He said the facility, which in- 
cludes tennis courts, swimming 
pools and other recreational fa- 
cilities will cost $1 million 

Antonelli asked if the courts 
would be rented to the public. 
Hall said no, adding that there 
had been a discussion of letting 
the school department use the 
courts during school hours. 

‘The board tabled a request for 
@ permit to store 26,000 gallons 
of gasoline and other flammable 
liquids on land near Rte. 495 on 
Andover Street owned by Thomas 
Sullivan of 149 Pike St. The 
tabling came on the suggestion of 
Selectman Donald E. Sheehan. 
Sheehan said he wanted more in- 
formation on what kind of a ser- 
vice station would be built on the 
land. 

The board voted to allow David 
A. and Mary G. Sharpe to with- 
draw an application without 
Prejudice to store 1,000 gallons 
of lubrication oil, 25,000 gallons 
of gasoline and other flammable 
liquids on their property. 

In other action the board voted 


Father Morrisette 
and his Labor Views 


Armand Morissette would like 
to see the working man rewarded 
for working, and Armand Moris- 
sette believes that a man who 
paints his own home should bene- 
fit the same as the man who can 
afford to pay $500 to have his 
work done. 

A federal tax credit plan for 
costly home repairs and upkeep 
has been proposed by Armand 
Morissette. a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for Con- 
gress in the Fifth District 

The proposal. if accepted by 
Congress, would relieve the pre: 
sently overburdened homeowner 
spur the economy through local 
benefits, create jobs to relieve 
the area unemployment, beautify 
cities and towns, prevent slums, 
reward taxpayers for improving 
property and prevent massive 
Tent increases 

The Morissette Tax Plan is de- 
signed to ease the financial plight 
of the typical Mass. family, which 
according to the Mass. Taxpayers 
Foundation projection, will pay 
five percent of its 1972 income 
for property taxes. 

In 1972, Mass, ranked second in 
the amount of property tax paid 


per family. Mass is listed as 
number six in the national top 
ten of tax expensive states and 
the average American in 1972 
is said to have spent the first 
five months working to pay his 
local, state and federal taxes 
Mass. people are paying well 
above the average 

To assist the taxpayers. the 
Morissette plan calls for a full 
or partial rebate for money spent 
to maintain the home. such as 
house painting. roofing and major 
outlays for property 

Under the present system, a 
homeowner gets no benefit for 
keeping up his property while a 
business does 

The Morissette Plan would re- 
pay, for example, a man who 
spent $500 to paint his house. 

Under the Federal Tax Credit 
Plan, the homeowner who spends 
$500 in 1972 would be allowed to 
receive money back when he files 
his income tax return the follow- 
ing year 

The $500 spent would create a 
job for house painters and some 
of the materials would be pur- 
chased from local firms, adding 
jobs in the construction field and

in the plants. 

In addition to the creation of 
jobs it would also prevent blight 
in the cities and suburbs, espe- 
cially where the now overburdened 
taxpayer might delay painting 
his home for a year or two or 
never paint it for financial rea- 
sons. Ideally, the proposal 
could after a long period lead to 
the end of the urban renewal 
programs and several other 
federal giveaway programs which 
subsidize repairs and other home 
programs 

The spending cycle would bene- 
fit the federal government 
through added income in taxes 
The painter would be required 
to pay taxes and so would the 
paint manufacturer, offsetting 
the loss of income from the tax 
credit. State. local and federal 
government would benefit through 
the jobs produced by the decrease

a minimum credit of $100 might 
be proposed to eliminate attempts 
to claim credits for minor re- 
pairs and a guideline or ceiling 
‘on credits be written out before 
it becomes law.
